ris. the v r tn in Nebraska insurgent, 
a.s an alternative to President Roose­ 
velt's request for enlargement of the 
highest tribunal. 
Norris suggested t lie terms of all 
federal judges be limited to nine 
years but declared he would no* 
quarrel over the length of the pro­ 
posed term. 
He declared such 
a 
cheek on the federal judiciary would 
eliminate unworthy and incapaci­ 
tated judges at the end of their 
terms. 
The author of the 20th amend­ 
ment which eliminated ‘ lame duck 
sessions of congress 
and 
changed 
the date of presidential inaugura­ 
tions, said: 
“If w? 
want 
a democracy, 
we 
should hate no officials in i* with 
unlimhcd power for life. 
No one 
lives who can safely be trusted With 
unlimited power for life. It is hu­ 
man nature -and I have no particu­ 
lar individual in mind—it Is natural 
to take ail the power given us by 
law and then reach out. to grab a*, 
the power we, can acquire in a d d i ­ 
tion to it When men have unlimit­ 
ed power for life, it is not democra­ 
cy. And that, goes for the supreme 
court and the president and every­ 
body cLs**." 
Norris vas asked: “At present, the

I bers of the supreme court, subser­ 
vient to a president, especially when 
they were coming up for re-appcunt- 
ment?” 
Norris replied: 
“There is that danger but it is 
less formidable to me than the pres­ 
ent situation, where judges have un­ 
limited power for life and are an­ 
swerable to nobody.'’ 
Declaring he would not quarrel 
over the length of the fixed terms, 
Norris added: 
“If I had my own way, I would fix 
their terms for nine years. I wfant to 
establish the principle that no fed­ 
eral official should have unlimited 
power for life in a democracy. We 
ought to have no official who is 
above the people. We have no right 
to place a judge so far above us that 
he forgets the toiling masses below. 
Norris would retain the 
present 
size of the 
supreme 
court—nine 
justices. To avoid giving any pres­ 
ident the right to appoint all nine 
justices, 
Norris would divide the 
court into different classes so that 
the term of only one justice would 
expire in any given year. 
“I won’t quarrel about the meth­ 
ods of* appointment,” Norris added. 
“I want to see the principal adopt­ 
ed. Naming six more justices for life 
won’t correct anything.
